A large and appreciative audi¬ 
ence greeted the twelve speakers 
at the Gould’s Academy Prize 
Declamations, in Odeon Ball,last 
Friday night. The students had 
arranged the stage most tastefully, 
making an artistic background for 
the orators of the evening. The 
instrumental and vocal selections, 
introduced at various points in the 
program, were artistic and pleas¬ 
ing; the duets by Messrs- Carter 
and Hutchins were most enthus¬ 
iastically received (an encourage¬ 
ment to other of our young men to 
go and do likewise). At a quarter 
past eight the speakers were mar¬ 
shaled in by Raymond Knight, 
Miss Biliiugs at the piano. After 
an earnest prayer by the Rev. F. E. 
Barton, and a spirited piano duet 
by Misses Brooks and Barton, the 
speaking began. 

As the full program has appear¬ 
ed iu a former issue of the News, 
it is uot necessary to give it here; 
nor will an attempt be made to 
mention each speaker and his 
part; yet we can not pass over the 
evening’s performance, without 
noting some of the many excel¬ 
lences in oiiia full program. Vic¬ 
tor Gearing and Margaret Whid- 
den, (winners of the first prizes), 
certainly’ excelled. Miss Whidden 
depicted the terrible life and death 
strugg'e, in the Roman amphi¬ 
theatre, with dramatic power that 
was noc far behind the work of a 
professionally trained elocutionist. 
We panted with the struggling 
giant, entered into the excitement 
of the spectators, neard the crack¬ 
ing of f*M> bull’s thick neck, and 
when die rescued maiden was 
borne about the arena in the arms 
of her devoted rescuer, with that 
dumb but eloquent appeal to the 
mercy of the callous Caesar, we, 
too, waited anxiously with that 
audience, to know whether it was 
to be thumbs clown or thumbs up. 
Mr. Gehring made the quick tran¬ 
sitions from the dignified Gov¬ 
ernor to the street Arab, with the 
skill of a professional character 
monologist, and at once captured 
his audience. It was good speak¬ 
ing and good acting, and surprised 
even his friends, who thought they 
knew him. 

In the second class, there was, of 
course, a less clearly marked ex¬ 
cellence, but Miss Davis held the 
sympathy of the listeners for the 
young college orator who failed and 
then won a great victory through 
the ingenuous and ingenious 
interposition of his loving and en¬ 
thusiastic little sister. Mr. Ches¬ 
ter Bean gave the advice of the self- 
made business man to his son, like 
a father. The speaker showed us 
hoW an address, wholly lacking in 
either comedy or tragedy, but 
abounding in plain common sense, 
may be made interesting by prop¬ 
er emphasis, clearness, ancl earn¬ 
estness in its delivery. 

A number of the other speakers 
did so well that it must have been 
difficult for the judges to award 
the prizes; in fact it may bo said 
without flattery, that there was 
not a participant that did not 
.give evidence of talent and consci¬ 
entious work, It is reason for con¬ 
gratulation that this very import¬ 
ant part of an education (Ihe abili¬ 
ty to speak before an audience) is 
given a place in the curriculum of 
our Academy. 

Although there will always be 
somh difference of opinion regard¬ 
ing the awarding of prizes, on this 
occasion the action of the judges 
received, ou the whole, quite gen¬ 
eral approval. The speakers who 
did not receive a prize may find 
inspiration in the thought that one 
prize is awarded to every faithful 
runner in the race, that is the 
“Well done” of the Judge who sees 
most clearly and of tho conscience 
that approves, honest work. After 
all, this is the best iu its perma¬ 
nent reward, whether or not We 
bear away the material prize.
